Races are run to determine which make is the fastest on the 
road, and the winner proclaims his boast to the world, “I am the 
speed king of the higħways.” This claim is supposed to be a 
wonderful sanction. 

In vain safety officials have preached, and publications have 
cautioned for safety. 

Short lived are the terrible impressions of mutilated cars 
and destroyed bodies. Every citizen who has not already viewed 
the wrecked car of the accident last week should do so and medi- 
tate, “There but for the grace of God go I.” 

One can hardly label the demolished vehicle an automobile 
any more, but it once was shiny and new and beautiful and 
modern and built for speed. Two of its passengers are no more. 

Although federal controls have already encroached far on 
state powers, another control might prove worthwhile and save 
the tremendous numbers who are destine for highway accident 
victims. 

People have already proved that talk and pleadings and 
examples are of no avail. Pahaps the federal government's 
placing a speed governor on all autos is the only answer left. 
Think about it.

INCOME TAX COVERAGE 
TAKES JUMP IN FLA. 


Since the beginning of the in- 
dividual income tax, 1913, the 
number of Floridians sending in 
Federal income tax returns 
jumped from 1,988 to 833,419 in 
1951, it was announced recent- 
ly by J. M. Fleming, Pres., Flor- 
ida Taxpayers Association, Inc. 
“This is just one moré proof 
that nobody escapes taxes," said 
Mr. Fleming. "The few families 
which aren't hit by the Federal 
income tax are rapped just as| 
hard by other taxes, many of 
them hidden taxes. 

Saying it is "no wonder" that 
taxpayers the country over are 
complaining bitterly about the 
burden of taxation, Mr. Fleming 
pointed out that since the first 
income tax law was passed in| 
1913, the minimum rate of the 
individual income tax has jump- 
ed from 1 to 22.2 per cent, while 
the maximum rate has gone 
from 7 per cent to 92 per cent. 
In the samé period the indivi- 
dual exemption has shrunk to 
one-tenth of what it was: from 
$3,000 at 1913 values to $600 at 
1952 values. ‘The number of 
individuals in the U. S. subject 
to income taxes has risen from 
less than 400,000 to 55 million. 

“In the next fiscal year, the 
Federal government will take 
from its citizens the fantastic 
sum of $71 billion," said Mr. 
Fleming. "Between the present 
and next fiscal years, Federal 
tax receipts will increase by $49 
for every man, woman and child 
in the country. On a per capita 
basis, the Federal government. 
will soon be collecting $472 for 
every person in the nation, and! 
a family of four will pay $1,888 
per year—if they can.”

Dr. T. J. Cunha of the Uni- 
versity of Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Stations pointed out 
recently that the only way in 
Which heavy losses from. such 
diseases as foot-and-mouth and 
anthrax can be prevented is to 
detect them early and take vig- 
Orous measures to eradicate 
them before they spread over a 
widearea. Just how difficult it. 
will be to control foot-and- 
mouth disease in Canada re- 
mains to be seen, but it is en-
